A committee of school administrators 
ami parents has recommended that a ban 
against on campus smoking Im* c ontinued 
and that the district's enforcement of an­ 
tismoking regulations be strengthened 
Recommendations were bast’d on com­ 
mittee hearings to gather verbal public 
input on a poll of students and faculty at 
fjomprn and Cnfwdlo high school*, on 
newspaper advertising and on a question 
naire that was mailed out in the City of 
Lompoc utility bills 
The polling effort was ordered by 
trustee* of I ai rn po* 
Unified School 
District to pave Die way for board action 
on a new state law that permits school 
boards to create on campus smoking 
areas at secondary schools if thev wish 
The committee recommended that the 


board discourage the use of tobacco and 
suspend or expel students who broke the 
regulations Smoking or having tobacco 
on campus or while under the authority 
of school personnel, according to the 
education code. "constitutes good cause 
for the suspension or expulsion of any 
pupil 
The committee recommended three 
days of suspension for the first offense 


t i vt* day* for the second offense 
and 
semester expulsion for the third offense 
Administrators now assess one day 
suspension for an offense and can sus­ 
pend up to five days One administrator 
conceded that a semester expulsion

Kentucky commis­ 
sioner of mines and minerals, said 
rescue teams reached the ll bodies at 
12 07 p rn EST 
"We made the decision to remove the 
rescuers and leave the bodies in place 
because of uncertain cpnditions in the 
mine.” said Kirkpatrick 
"W e don't 
know for sure what killed them, but I feel 
they were killed by the blast " 
Two other inspectors in the mine at the 
time of the explosion climbed to safety 
and had reported the ll were still alive 
shortly after th** blast at ll 30 p rn EST 
Thursday 
One voung woman huddling with 
relatives of the dead miners in a con­ 
crete block washhouse screamed. "This 
can’t be true." when she was told there 
were no survivors She was then taken to 
a waiting Kentucky State Police car with 
other family members 
Rescue teams were dropped into the 
mine through a hole knocked in the top of 
the shaft bv a giant mechanical borer. 
Rescuers dropped through a hole dug in 
the top of the mine The men were equip- 
p**d with respirators containing an hour's 
supply of oxygen and rescuers had hoped 
to reach the trapped men before their ox­

The New York state legislature earlier 
this month approved a bill ordering the

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
House has passed a bill to help 
towns on America’s coastlines 
deal with the impact expected 
from escalating oil and gas 
production on coastal areas 
The House voted 370 to 14 
Thursday to authorize l l 5 
billion in grants and bond 
guarantees for such things as 
planning, training, facilities 
and repairs connected with the 
impact of offshore develop­ 
ment 
That development includes 
oil and gas drilling and produc- 
tion, offshore storage, 
deepwater ports, and fuel 
loading 
The committee report on the 
bill said, ‘ The energy crisis 
and the resulting need for both 
increased domestic petroleum 
production and increased im­ 
ports of fuel have dramatically 
added to the great stresses 
which already exist in our 


coastal areas ’’ 
Rep Edwin B Forsythe, R- 
N J., called the bill a reaffir­ 
mation of “ a partnership 
between the federal and state 
governments .’’ 
But Rep Charles E Wiggins, 
R-Calif , called it a giveaway 
because “ development of the 
Outer Continental Shelf is going 
to be an economic bonanza to 
the coastal states and every­ 
body knows it If you think my 
state is going to suffer because 
hundreds of millions of barrels 
of oil are going to be produced 
offshore, you have another 
thought coming ” 
The authorization bill must be 
matched by an appropriations 
bill before money could be 
spent The Senate has already 
passed its version of the 
authorization and presumably 
the differences will be recon­ 
ciled rn a conference commit­ 
tee.

“ Under no circumstances 
will we play second fiddle to 
any nation in m ilita ry 
preparedness,” he said

challenger for the Republican 
nomination, 
former Gov 
Ronald Reagan of California, 
lias charged that the United 
States has fallen in second 
place in military standing in the 
world 


Ford also forecast, in an 
oblique way, his own victory in 
November, saying. 
“The 
budget I submitted, and those I 
plan to submit in the next four 
years, will bring a balanced 
budget in 1979 and will bring 
another major tax cut.”

Supervisor Francis H Seat­ 
tle seemingly has resolved what 
has been a confusing situation 
in Santa Ynez Valley by com­ 
pleting organization of a valley 
planning and zoning committee 
before opponents have had time 
to cam on with a proposal for 
an elected regional planning 
body as suggested by Local

Lifting barbells behind bars 


For inmate, it s a way 
of uniting body, mind 


Ifs the first rainy day in the Lompoc Valley after a long 
dry season, and the sky outside is gray and drizzly 
Bill Cavalier glances out at the soggy landscape rubs 
chalk between his palms and turns his hack on the long 
row of barred windows that line one wall of the weight 
room at the Lomp<x* Federal Correctional Institution 
(Fen. 
He has the weight room all to himself a rare luxury 
Soon the room will be noisy and crowded as 200 other in­ 
mates jockey for elbow room and equipment in a space 
adequate for about 50 lifters 
But right now ifs just Bill and the barbells and it looks 
like a mismatch He weighs a lean 148 pounds and the Kir 
is loaded up with over 500 pounds of iron 
He crouches down grips th** bar pauses, then tenses 
Slowly but smoothly he stands up grimacing He locks 
his knees and locks his shoulders balk like a recruit 
standing at attention A pause then he lets gravity take 
the bar back down, completing a maneuver known as a 
dead lift 
Cavalier is the California weight class (132-148 pounds i 
record holder In the dead lift with a 555-pound best He 
set the record in January' in an AAC sanctioned meet in 
the smoked filled KCI auditorium 
By comparison the second best dead lift in the meet 
was 525 pounds bv a lifter who weighs 265 pounds 
Cavalier has taken dead airn on the world record 630 
pounds, a record held by an inmate of the Wisconsin State 
Penitentiary Th** record holder was a champion lifter 
hefore going to prison 
Cavalier, whose 555 ranks him seventh in the I S this 
year in his class is a relative novice He thinks he can 
eventually jack the record up to 750 pounds, maybe more

mind free enough to just see through it or block it out If 
you just went with it and let it hit at you all the time, 
sooner or later it would destroy you. or something would 
happen You wouldn’t be quite the same person you were 
when vou walk out " 
Cavalier leans over the bar again, and something he 
said earlier comes to mind 
You just try and get your mind a total blank com­ 
pletely blank about three or four seconds 
You can’t do 
it any time It's just something you do when you do it It 
just comes it s just there 
You might do it on your first 
lift and IO minutes later when you’re called again, you 
might not even he able to move the bar "

Another lifter, Robert Johnson, has come into the 
weight room to watch and kibitz Johnson, as solidly com­ 
pact as Cavalier is lean, an example of the "hidden 
talent that Askum was speaking of Johnson’s 390 bench 
press ranks him in the top IO in the country this year in his 
weight class (181)

SI amendments 


One of the most controver­ 
sial, 
complicated 
measures 
ever proposed in Congress is 
currently stalled in a Senate 
committee 
The measure is 
known as SI and is designed to 
overhaul 
the entire federal 
criminal code 


The Senate Judiciary Com­ 
mittee has been deadlocked 
over the measure for some 
time now due mainly to a rag­ 
ing battle over many elements 
of the bill that have been 
strongly denounced as repres­ 


sive by the nation s news 
media and civil libertarians. 


This week a move has been 
made to break the deadlock by 
a group of liberal senators who 
have proposed an alternative 
by removing most of the con­ 
troversial items from the bill 
by proposed amendment. The 
items of controversy 
ranged 
from the death penalty to 
national security. 


We believe that the move by 
the liberal senators is a good 
move. The controversial revi­ 


sions of SI should be dealt with 
in separate measures under 
separate debate. The code can 
be revised without such con­ 
siderations. Throwing all of 
such subjects into the one revi­ 
sion was just too much to 
chew, let alone swallow 
Whether or not the sponsors 
of the measure will accept the 
liberal amendments is another 
story. However, if they do not, 
Congress can certainly expect 
that there will be no revision 
of the federal criminal code 
this year.

Vanishing stations 


Kverytime we drive by an abandoned 
gasoline station in l*ompoc we wonder, 
gosh, are we the only city with those 
forlorn buildings^ 
Well, we're not 
California service stations have been 
going out of business since early 1971, 
and at an accelerating rate since the 
energy crisis in late 
1973 This is the report 
of the State Board of 
equalization who sort 
of keeps tabs on such 
matters 
There are now only 
18 SOS service stations 
operating in Califor­ 
nia At least that many 
on the first 
of the 
year 
This is down 
more than 17 per cent 
from January 1971 
when there were 
22.431 stations statewide 
We've contributed our share 
Curiously enough however, while the 
number of service stations was decreas­ 
ing. the total number of gasoline pumps 
are increasing The Board of Equaliza­ 
tion isn t quite sure why this is happen 
tng but indicated it 
is a trend toward 
larger stations, installation of additional 
pumps for unleaded and low lead gas­ 
oline and to a variety of businesses sell­ 
ing gasoline as a sideline 
To show the increase in pumps, in May 
of 1970 
there were 138 955 gasoline 
pumps operating in the state In May of 
1974. there were 146 TOO 
The Board of Equalization statistics 
only cover outlets designated as service 
stations, and therefore do not include 
such gasoline vendors as convenience 
food stores, country stores, automobile 
agencies, department store automotive 
centers or service stations operated in a 
conjunction with restaurants, especially 
in rural areas 
The existing 18 605 service stations in 
operation at the outsat of this year are 
the smallest number of stations in 
business statewide since 1957. when 
11.524 gasoline stations were operating 
During that year, less than 5 billion 
gallons of gasoline were pumped com­ 
pared to the most recent yearly total for 
1975 which exceeded IO billion gallons 
Santa Barbara County has had a large 
loss of gasoline stations In January of 
1970 there were 343 stations On January 
I of this year. there were 298 stations

Certainly the 
Basque separatist movement would get 
far fewer votes than the Scottish 
Nationalists, lf that issue were 
legitimized in Great Britain The middle 
class is strong enough to reject 
ideological adventurism 
Accordingly, 
Areilza — whose independence of 
thought cost him his passport several 
years ago. and a large fine imposed by 
Franco — is ready to go, and has convin­ 
cingly pleaded the case of Spain in the 
capitals of Europe, heading, next week. 
to the chilliest of them all. Great Britain 
— which has never forgiven Franco for 
defeating the Communists during the 
same period that Great Britain was ap­ 
peasing Hitler 
Mr Allard Lowenstem of New York, 
the former head of the Americans for 
Democratic Action and a marvelously 
sensitive mind to political nuance, talks 
about Franco's Spain as if he were 
wading through concrete, the legacy of 
his ideological youth 
In the current 
Saturday Review his heart all but stops 
beating as he reflects in horror on the 
toleration we showed Franco after the 
war We weren't all that tolerant, as a 
matter of fact — we even pulled out our 
Ambassador, and we gave Spain nothing 
in Marshall aid But our failure to con­ 
quer Franco, or perhaps have him assas­ 
sinated is a continuing nightmare to Mr 
Lowenstem. who dubs Franco the "last 
partner of Hitler.” which is historically 
inaccurate but does not pause to worry 
over the fact that we were the last 
partners of Stalin, which is historically 
accurate The fact is, the news in Spain 
is happy and that being rare in the 
world, let us rejoice

The congressman and the criminal 


W ASHINGTON — Two strange, secret 
meetings occurred last November 
between a prominent Congressman and a 
notorious criminal. Tile Congressman, 
who is under grand jury investigation, 
wanted to hire the criminal to check on a 
key witness The subject of murder was 
discussed briefly and obliquely 
Gruff, crewcut Rep Henry Helstoski. 
D-N J , arranged the 
mysterious 
meetings 
with stocky, swarthy 
Frank Peroff, an un­ 
derworld figure who 
has become a govern­ 
ment informant 
We have obtained 
tape recordings, which 
give a detailed ac­ 
count of their private 
conversations. 
The 
only dispute that re­ 
mains is over who 
brought up the sugges­ 
tion of murder Each man swears it was 
the other. 
To understand this bizarre tale of in­ 
trigue some background is necessary 
Federal prosecutors are investigating 
charges that Helstoski collected 
kickbacks from illegal aliens in return 
for introducing private immigration 
bills These bills, stopped at least tem­ 
porarily. their deportation 
His former aide 
Albert DeFalco, 
already bas been convicted of shaking 
down the aliens for $36,000 At DeFalco's 
trial, the Congressman said he had in­ 
troduced the bills out of sympathy for the 
aliens and had not participated in any 
kickback arrangement 
The most damaging witness against 
DeFalco was a Chilean, named Oswaldo 
Aquirre. whom the prosecutors are also 
using to build a case against the Congres­ 
sman, 
The investigation was dragging (Kl for 
16 months Last October Helstoski came 
across a news item about Peroff The 
paper quoted the racketeer as boasting 
"I made my name smuggling people and 
money out. using planes That was my 
thing 
In Chile, we smuggled out damn 
near a billion dollars, and some of that 
was for American companies ” 
The impressed Helstoski sent Peroff a 
cryptic letter on his congressional 
stationery ‘ Having seen the enclosed 
news clipping 
wrote the Congressman, 
" I would like to discuss this particular 
matter with you and perhaps retain you

if you could fulfill some requirements ” 
The racketeer responded with the 
suggestion that they m eet at 
Washington's Dulles Airport, where they 
would attract little attention in the flow 
of strangers Peroff was also worried 
about retaliation from the mobsters he 
had helped put in prison At Dulles, they 
would have to pass through weapons 
detectors to reach him 
Helstoski showed up with his blonde 
secretary, Kathy Dunn 
The Congres­ 
sman told Peroff that he wanted to hire 
an investigator to go to Chile and check 
into the background of the government 
witnesses, particularly Aguirre 
Peroff bragged about his criminal ac­ 
complishments and offered to accept the 
Chilean assignment for $50,000 
The 
Congressman complained that the price 
was too high 
He was sufficiently in­ 
terested in Peroff's services, however. 
to ask for a second meeting 
Helstoski claimed afterward, ac­ 
cording to the tapes, that all he wanted 
Peroff to do was seek out “the truth ” 
But Peroff contended "That’s not all he 
wanted 
He said he thought the men 
(witnesses) had unsavory pasts, and he 
wanted me to bring back evidence of it 
But he also said that if I couldnt find 
legitimate evidence I was to bribe local 
Officials to fabricate whatever was 
needed 
Then came the alleged murder sugges­ 
tion "If I was unsuccessful at that.” 
Peroff added. " I was to ‘make sure 
they're not around' for a trial ” 
The tapes contain Helstoski s vigorous 
denial fie claimed it was really Peroff 
who hinted about murder Because of a 
court-imposed gag order. Helstoski 
could not comment directly 
The Congressman’s version, however. 
is supported by his secretary 
It is 
definitely her recollection she told our 
reporters Jack Cloherty and Jay 
Gourlev. that Peroff brought the cwiver 
Nation around to murder It was also her 
recollection that Peroff hinted at it dor 


mg the initial meeting Yet Helstosk 
still wanted to meet with Peroff a serow 
time. 
The tough, hut likeable Helstoski is I 
hero to the people of his working-clasi 
district Once he took money from his 
own pocket to help a needy constituent 
Certainly, he is more credible than th* 
notorious Peroff 
But why would * 
Congressman seek oui a racketeer in the 
first place'* And why would he want tc 
meet with him a second time*

The International Monetary Fund paid 
the wives expenses in 26 cases, shelling 
out .rn average of more than $2,000 per 
trip 
Spokesmen for the international bank­ 
ing organizations explained that most 
spouse travel is permitted only after the 
husband has been out of the country for 
months. 
While most banking bigwigs prefer to 
travel first class, one exception is World 
Bank head Robert McNamara 
The 
former Defense Secretary flies tourist 
almost without exception He has been 
known to fume as his subordinates file 
into first class seats

I have been following with con­ 
siderable interest the progress of the Ex­ 
xon on shore oil processing facilities 
It seems to be that the State Coastal 
Commission is trying to took good at the 
expense of the corporate responsibilities 
of Exxon's management. 


Th* conditions which were put to Exx­ 
on would appear not to be acceptable to 
any company If we understand the artl- 
cles whit ti have been appearing regular­ 
ly in the newspapers about this matter, 
Exxon would have a temporary permit to 
expire in five ,*arv Considering the 
amount of monetary investment in this 
matter and the terminal alternatives 
'abandoning on shore facilities or 
building a 140-mile pipeline in five 
vearsi. they would be out of their mind 
to accept these conditions 


In five years a political committee 
(presently antogonistic towards busi­ 
ness) could make an arbitrary decision 
which would negate the obvious respon­ 
sibility of management of Exxon 
From a study from time to time of the 
articles mentioned above it appears that 
many binding conditions, most of them 
related to strict environment controls, 
have been accepted by Exxon Many of 
the problems were ironed out before the 
Exxon received the approval from the 
County Board of Supervisors. This 
would indicate to me that Exxon has not 
been insensitive or unreasonable
